To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Coseley  Urban  District  Council. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1957. 

The  health  of  the  people  of  Coseley  has  been 
satisfactory  as  shown  by  the  Vital  Statistics. 

There  has  again  been  a slight  increase  in  both  the 
crude  and  standardised  birth  rates  at  17.19  and  15.81 
respectively,  and  an  increase  of  1,000  in  the  estimated 
population. 

Infant  mortality  accounted  for  20  deaths  during 
the  year.  The  rate  per  1,000  births  is  slightly  less  at 
33.7  than  last  year's  rate  of  35.1.  14  of  tjiese  deaths 

took  place  during  the  first  four  weeks. 

The  standardised  death  rate  has  fallen  from  14.31 
to  12.62  per  1,000  deaths,  141  of  the  288  deaths  being  those 
of  persons  over  the  age  of  65. 

There  were  741  notifications  of  infectious  disease 
of  which  558  were  measles.  45  cases  of  whooping  cough  were 
notified  against  215  the  previous  year. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  was  confirmed. 

In  drawing  your  attention  to  this  satisfactory 
fact,  I v/ish  to  remind  parents  that  the  position  regarding 
immunisation  is  still  far  from  satisfactory,  as  only  42.1^ 
of  the  children  who  were  under  the  age  of  five  years  on 
31st  December,  1957,  had  completed  the  full  course. 

Only  two  of  the  3 cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified 
were  confirmed  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

558  children  were  immunised  against  poliomyelitis 
during  the  year. 
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The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  (28) 
was  the  lowest  on  record^  this  is  noteworthy  as  the 
Wolverhampton  Mobile  Unit  Mass  Radiography  Service  visited 
Coseley  during  the  year  and  2j,333  persons  submitted  themselves 
for  a chest  X-ray,  This  number  was  very  disappointing 
considering  the  intensive  advertising  that  was  undertaken. 

43  abnormalities  of  the  chest  were  discovered. 

The  number  of  houses  represented  individually 
during  the  year  amounted  to  137 » 

Councillor  Lirs , Turton^  Chairman  of  the  Health 
Committee  has  again  given  much  helpful  advise  and  support 
for  which  I am  grateful. 

The  Department  has  again  been  short  of  staff  during 
the  year  and  there  appears  to  be  no  likelihood  of  any  change 
in  this  state  of  affairs, 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of 
the  Department  for  their  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

Our  Health  Visitors  made  668  visits  to  Tuberculosis 
cases  during  the  year. 
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FOOD  POISODIDG  i\m  DYSTENTERY. 

There  were  4 cases  of  food  poisoning  and  4 cases 
of  dysentery  notified  during  the  year.  Of  these  1 case  of 
food  poisoning  and  3 cases  of  dysentery  were  confirmed. 

The  organism  isolated  in  the  case  of  food  poisoning 
was  Staphylococcus  Aureus  Ooagulase  Positive  which  was 
isolated  from  peas  eaten  at  a factory  canteen. 

The  organism  isolated  in  the  3 cases  of  dysentery 
was  Shigella  Sonnei.  Two  of  these  cases  were  related  being 
father  and  daughter,  but  the  third  case  was  not  connected 
with  these  in  any  way.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  sanitary  circumstances  of  Coseley  for  the  year  1957 <• 

The  Rent  Act  of  1957 j has  added  work  of  an 
important  nature  to  the  deleted  inspectorate  staff;  and  the 
number  of  people  who  attend  the  office  for  'advice,  take  up  a 
considerable  portion  of  my  time. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  regarding  atmospheric  ' 
pollution,  and  it  is  hoped  that  with  the  advent  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act  this  will  be  accelerated.  In  an  industrial  district 

such  as  ours  much  work  is  needed  in  this  sphere,  but  it  is 
gratifying  to  report  the  co-operation  being  given  by  factory 
managements  in  this  field. 

Meat  Inspection  at  the  slaughterhouses  in  the 
District  takes  quite  a slice  of  the  Inspector's  time, 
(including  such  overtime  as  ijiay  be  necessary)  so  as  to  main- 
tain an  hundred  percentage  inspection.  I should  like  to 
mention  the  assistance  given  by  the  Dudley  Inspectors  during 
annuall holidays  on  meat  inspection,  for  which  we  are  very 
grateful. 


■'  Mention  must  be  made  of  our  housing  achievements 
for  which  I think  we  can  be  justly  proud,  and  comments 
thereon  are  given  in  later  pages. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  confidence,  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  his  support,  and  the  whole  of  the  staff  for 
their  active  co-operation  and  loyalty.

The  Clean  Air  Act  1956 j is  now  applicable  to  every 
local  authority’s  area,  and  is  a better  instrument  than  we  have 
ever  had  previously. 

There  is  however  much  to  be  done  in  the  education 
of  the  householders  in  the  handling  and  burning  of  the  various 
smokeless  fuels.  The  installation  of  the  various  types  of 
grates,  furnaces  and  heaters  suitable  for  this  purpose  must 
be  a necessary  part,  if  we  are  to  enjoy  clean  air. 

Industrial  concerns  on  the  whole  are  conscious  of 
the  wastage  caused  by  burning  fuels  not  of  the  right  type,  and 
in  that  direction  alone  are  more  watchful  than  ever,  but  that 
is  not  enough,  because  much  more  remains  to  be  done  before  the 
aim  desired  is  reached,  namely s-  clean  air. 

Dust,  grit  and  gritty  particles  are  of  great  concern 
in  this  district  and  are  forming  a real  problem,  v\rithout  any 
immediate  and  ready  made  remedy.
